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tisan honor to direct this small, substantive and effective 

agency devoted to encouraging and supporting muse- 

ums as educational institutions. In the last four years, 
IMS funding has risen 29%, a clear signal that the Administra- 
tion and the Congress support the fine work in which muse- 
ums are engaged. 


1992, IMS’ fifteenth year, has been full as well as fruitful. Over 
1000 awards were made, totaling more than 25 million dol- 
lars. I have crisscrossed the country visiting many of the 
museums that are award recipients. I saw that they are valued 
as centers of learning, that they continue to be a positive 
social force in their communities, that they enhance their 
communities’ public reputation and economy, that they pro- 
vide a place where people come together to share our many 
pasts and that they provide a view of cohesiveness in aculture 
some see as hopelessly fragmented. 


I was gratified that IMS completed two major studies this 
year. The first is an independent evaluation of the General 
Operating Support program. This study confirmed the GOS’ 
usefulness to museums and provided information on pos- 
sible improvements. The National Museum Services Board 
responded by making changes in the GOS program policy. 
Starting in 1993, the program will operate on a two-year cycle 
with an altered grant amount to allow more museums to 
share in GOS grant funds. This change is also beneficial in 
that it gives grantees a time savings because they will no 

The Honorable longer need to complete an annual application. The change 
Susannah Simpson Kent will provide greater financial stability as well in that awards 
are budgeted over a longer time period. 


Director The second study completed in 1992 is the IMS National 
Institute of Museum Services Needs Assessment of Small, Emerging, Minority and Rural 
Museums in the United States, designed, written, and ex- 

ecuted in house by IMS staff. I hope that this report, re- 

quested by the United States Congress in 1990, will stimulate 

museum professionals, museum service organizations, IMS 

and other funding agencies to address the needs identified. 

These institutions, which constitute the greatest number of 

museums in ourcountry, contain in the aggregate an incalcu- 

lable measure of our national cultural treasure. The study 

found that 75% ofall American museums identify themselves 

as small, 52% as emerging, 5% as minority, and 43% as rural. 

These museums are often the only source of regional history 

in their community, they provide education to learners of all 

ages, their very presence is often what glues a community 

together and gives it a sense of identity and pride. Yet, despite 

the dedication and motivation of those who work in these 

museums, access to the tools and knowledge necessary to 
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operate at a fully professional level and fulfill their muse- 
ums’ potential to serve their communities is lacking. | 
expect this study to be a valuable tool in developing public 
policy to help small, emerging, minority, and rural muse- 
ums reach their unfulfilled potential to serve the public. 


IMS designed a new program in 1992, Museum Leadership 
Initiatives. | am very pleased to be able to offer this new 
opportunity for American museums in commemoration of 
the agency's fifteenth anniversary. Through this program 
we will make it possible in 1993 for museums to construct 
and find funding for meaningful mentoring relationships. 
Activities funded through this program must be designed 
to be replicated; in this way, IMS can foster templates for 
innovative and productive relationships which should be 
of benefit to museums as well as to the nation as a whole. 


The conservation programs of IMS stimulate thoughtful 
long range conservation planning by encouraging muse- 
ums to have their collection needs surveyed and conserva- 
tion activities prioritized before funds are made available 
for the treatment of specific objects. These programs pro- 
vide a great and lasting service to the nation as they increase 
the likelihood that the national treasures these institutions 
house will be preserved for future generations. In 1992, I 
called together representatives of the conservation com- 
munity to assess whether IMS programs were meeting the 
needs of both living and non-living collections. They con- 
firmed that our programs were sound. A need for the 
training of museum professionals who are not conserva- 
tors yet have responsibility for collections care was identi- 
fied. As the care of collections has become an activity that 
the entire institution is concerned with, staff who can moni- 
tor and control climate and be active in other preventive 
conservation tasks are increasingly needed in the modern 
museum. 


As Director of IMS, the only Federal Agency that supports 
the full range of the museum community, | take every 
opportunity to highlight the role of museums as part of our 
educational infrastructure. This year, | worked with the 
Secretary of Education to ensure that museums’ expertise 
in effective experiential learning be included in strategies 
to reform education. The Institute was a partner with the 
American Association of Museums to provide a forum where 
museum educators and traditional educators and educa- 
tion policy makers could develop cooperative strategies. | 
plan to continue these and similar activities to maintain a 
heightened awareness of the significant educational con- 
tributions museums can make to their communities.

A HISTORY AND 
OVERVIEW 
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he Institute of Museum Services is a relatively young 

agency. It was established by an Act of Congress in 1976 

in response to the Belmont Report, an examination of the 
needs and conditions of American museums Commissioned in 
1969 by the Federal Council on the Arts and Humanities at the 
suggestion ofS. Dillon Ripley, former director of the Smithsonian 
Institution. This document identified growing demands by the 
public upon museums and recognized that museums were vital 
educational institutions with escalating operating expenses. 
Congressman John Brademas of New York, then Chairman of 
the House Select Committee on Education, Congressman Sidney 
Yates of Illinois, Congressman Albert Quie of Minnesota, Sena- 
tor Claiborne Pell of Rhode Island and Senator Jacob Javits of 
New York took leadership roles in the development of the Mu- 
seum Services Act which established the Institute of Museum 
Services to: 


encourage and assist museums in their educa- 
tional role, in conjunction with formal systems of 
elementary, secondary, and post-secondary edu- 
cation and with programs of nonformal education 
for all age groups; to assist museums in moderniz- 
ing their methods and facilities so that they may be 
better able to conserve our cultural, historic, and 
scientific heritage; and to ease the financial bur- 
den borne by museums as a result of their increas- 
ing use by the public. 


The Act defines museums broadly to aliow the agency to sup- 
port museums of all sizes and types throughout the country 
including aquariums, arboretums and botanical gardens, art 
museums, youth museums, general museums, historic houses 
and sites, history and anthropology museums, planetariums, 
science and technology centers, specialized museums, and zoo- 
logical parks. 


The Museum Services Act authorizes the Director of the Insti- 
tute to make grants following the policy direction of the National 
Museum Services Board. The Board consists of 15 members 
nominated by the President and confirmed by the Senate. Each 
member serves a term of five years and the Board meets three 
times each year. 


Originally placed in the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare; in 1984 the Institute of Museum Services became an 
independent agency — part of the National Foundation for the 
Arts and Humanities. 
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Today, while museums need for federal support is as great as 
ever, their service to the public has increased — museum 
visitation is estimated at over 600 million annually, three 
times the amount reported in the 1969 Belmont Report. Mu- 
seums’ contributions as centers of learning have grown, and 
millions of Americans depend on them to provide a wide 
range of educational services for school children, adults, teach- 
ers and families. Museums care for the artistic, historical and 
scientific collections that represent ourcultural heritage. They 
are uniquely financed educational institutions; without charg- 
ing tuition they provide lifelong educational services to all 
segments of the public. Their economic health depends upon 
creatively maintaining a balance of public, private and mu- 
seum generated sources. 


PROGRAMS 


Since 1978, the National Museum Services Board has believed 
that the Institute could best serve museums of all disciplines 
and budget sizes through offering competitive awards for 
general operating support based on the overall vitality of the 
institution. The General Operating Support award serves to 
promote professional standards of museum operations and is 
an achievement that assists museums in leveraging private 
funds. Museum directors often report that support for opera- 
tions is the most difficult type of assistance to raise and the 
National Museum Services Board has continually reaffirmed 
that providing assistance for fundamental operating expenses 
is the best way to assist museums in carrying out their valuable 
educational role. 


In 1981, the IMS made its first Museum Assessment Program 
awards. The program is designed to offer technical assistance 
to help museums achieve professional museum standards. 
Application and reporting 

requirements are kept as > Rie alate 
uncomplicated as possible 
to provide an easily acces- 
sible source of direction 
and sound advice for small 
institutions. Currently 
there are three MAP pro- 
grams focusing on overall 
operations, collections 
care and maintenance, and 
public service. 


In 1984, Congress appro- 
priated funds for the IMS

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needs of museums. The study 
entitled Collections Manage- 
ment, Maintenance, and Con- 
servation, conducted by the 
American Association of Muse- 
ums in collaboration with the 
National Institute for the Con- 
servation of Cultural Property, 
and with the cooperation of the 
American Institute for Conser- 
vation, documented significant 
needs in this area and led to the 
establishment of the IMS Con- 
servation Project Support pro- 
gram. This competitive pro- 
gram emphasizes long-range 
planning to address conserva- 
tion needs. The program de- 
sign promotes institutional 
awareness of sound conserva- 
tion care practices and contrib- 
utes immensely to the safekeep- 
ing of our scientific, artistic and 
historic heritage. 


In 1990, the Conservation As- 
sessment Program was initiated 
to provide asimple mechanism 
for small museums to begin the 
task of comprehensive collec- 
tions care. 


In 1988, the Professional Ser- 
vices Program was established 
to provide a means for profes- 
sional museum services orga- 
nizations to undertake projects 
to benefit their memberships.

In our fifteenth year, the Institute of Museum Services 
remains committed to its founding purpose to provide 
general operating support for museums as educational 
institutions. The Institute of Museum Services’ programs 
provide support for all types of museums: diverse in 
subject matter and size. This year the National Museum 
Services Board concentrated on ways of improving and 
expanding the General Operating Support grant program. 
As a result of the findings of the IMS National Needs 
Assessment and Board site visits to Nevada and New York, 
the National Museum Services Board has adopted as a 
priority for the future technical assistance and project 
support for small, emerging, minority and rural muse- 
ums, and has reaffirmed its support for basic operations 
in these critical economic times. 


Through its specialized MAP programs, IMS is providing 
technical support funding for museums of all kinds. The 
conservation program is a major means of assisting mu- 
seums to move forward on conservation priorities. 


Appointed by the President and confirmed by the Senate, 
the National Museum Services Board members serve ro- 
tating terms. The 1992 graduating class of Board mem- 
bers included Alice Wright Algood of Tennessee, Richard 
J. Herczog of California, James S. Rosebush of New York 
and Beverly F. White of Florida, and the entering class 
included Robert G. Breunig of Arizona, Lisa A. Hembry of 
Texas, Roy Lee Shafer of Ohio, Ruth K. Watanabe of Cali- 
fornia and Eunice B. Whittlesey of New York. Long-time 
Board member George Rosborough, Jr. of Missouri, passed 
away in December, 1991; he will be sorely missed by all 
who knew him. 


The Board is a group of dedicated and concerned mu- 
seum professionals and friends who recognize the great 
service American museums provide the nation. Together 
with an outstanding director, Susannah Kent, and an able 
and dedicated staff, the National Museum Services Board 
is eager to be of even greater help to the nation’s museums 
in the years ahead. 
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NATIONAL MUSEUM SERVICES BOARD 


This policy-making board, appointed by the President and confirmed by the United States Senate, meets 
three times a year to review the programs and policies of the Institute of Museum Services. The board is 
composed of individuals who are dedicated to increasing the health and vitality of the Nation's museums.

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General Operating Support 


General Operating Support awards assist museums with essential operating 
expenditures. The grant funds can be used for virtually all museum operating 

expenses; they pay the rent and the staff, assist in maintenance and _ rT 
repair and help the museum to continue to —_ 
provide high quality services. In FY 92, a 
museum was eligible to receive up to 10% 
of its annual operating income to a 
maximum of $75,000. Museums with 
incomes under $50,000 could 
request $5,000. General Operating 
Support applicants compete for 
funds through a peer review 
process, and awards are 
based upon a museum's 
adherence to high profes- 
sional standards and 
judicious management 
of available resources, 

as demonstrated 
through responses 
to application

Conservation Project Support grants are competitive awards that assist museums with conservation 
care projects for both living and non-living collections. The program's goal is to encourage museum 
administrators to develop far-sighted, long-term plans for the conservation care of their collections. IMS 
provides matching funds to museums for projects such as general surveys of collection and environmental 
conditions, the treatment and conservation of specific objects in collections, research and training in 
conservation methods and techniques, and species survival activities. These grants normally do not 
exceed $25,000 and require a 100 percent match by the applicant. Applications are reviewed by conserva- 
tion professionals serving as peer reviewers.
